Mr. Cornelius H. Crane, member of the firm of Lewis &

A banquet at 7 p. m. of Nov. 21 will con 
clude the meeting. 


AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF ELECTRICAL EN 
GINEERS.—The topic for discussion at the meeting of 
Oct. 24 was Photometry and Illumination, and four 
papers were presented dealing with this subject. Prof. 
Chas. P. Matthews read a paper Integrating 
Photometer for Glow Lamps and Sources of Like lu 
tensity."” The instrument described in the paper was 
actually shown at the meeting and its working was thus 
very clearly presented. A number of pairs of mirrors 
arranged at different points on a half circumference re 
flect the light from the source, which is placed at the 
center of the circumference, to a photometer screen, also 
at the center, and separated axially from the source by 
a screen. The position of the mirrors reduces the illumin 
ation according to the cosine law to give mean spherical! 
illumination, while radial adjustment of the mirrors 
compensates for divergences from this law and for dif 
ferences in the mirrors. Light from a comparison standard 
source is reflected upon the opposite side of the screen, 
means for adjustment by increasing the effective distance 
of this source from the screen are provided, and a scale 
enables the relative intensities to be read off directly. 
Mr. D. Burnett read a paper on ‘Distributed Lighting,’ 
which contained some suggestions on the subject of in- 
crease in illumination of surfaces due to reflection from 
neighboring surfaces. Mr. J. T. Marshall read a paper 
on “Some Methods of Photometry as Applied to Commer 
cial Lamps,"’ which described a method of rating lamp 
voltages by comparison with standards, using a special 
form of photometer. A paper by Prof. C. H. Sharp on 
“The Commercial Accuracy of Photometrical Measuré 
ments’’ gave the results of several series of measure- 
ments of this class, and showed by them that the ac- 
curacy of such work is comparable with that of other 
commercial electrical measurements 

The ensuing discussion was taken part in by Prof 
E. L. Nichols, Mr. L. B. Marks, Mr. W. S. Howell, Prof 
E. B. Rosa and others. Mr, L. B. Marks pointed out that 
although mean spherical candle power had long been 
recognized as the correct criterion of the intensity of a 
source of light, it was not and could not be adopted as 
such for the lack of a practicable instrument for deter 
mining it. The instrument of Prof. Matthews filled this 
want and made the general adoption of mean spherical 
candle power rating probable. Prof. E. L. Nichols also 
spoke of the importance of this matter and warmly com- 
mended the work of Prof. Matthews. As regards the 
study of illumination of surfaces, he referred to work in 
this direction at Cornell University that had been origin- 
ated by Prof. C. H. Sharp. A room has been fitted up 
for this purpose in such a way that most complete tests 
can be carried out on the conditions of illumination and 
the value of different methods. 


ASSOCIATION OF RAILWAY SUPERINTENDENTS 
OF BRIDGES AND BUILDINGS.—A report of the tech- 
nical work at the annual convention of this Society at 
Minneapolis is given elsewhere in this issue. After the 
convention closed there was an excursion of exceptional 
interest to the iron mines of the. Mesabi and Veimillion 
ranges of northern Minnesota. On October 2% the party 
went to St. Paul on special electric cars, visited Indian 
Mounds Park and the State fish hatchery, and then pro- 
ceeded to the works of the American Hoist & Derrick 
Co. After an inspection of the works the party went to 
the Commercial Club and was entertained at dinner by 
the company. On returning to Minneapolis about 9.30 
p. m. three special Pullman cars were in readiness, the 
train leaving at 11.40 p. m. over the Great Northern Ry. 
and arriving at Duluth about 6.30 a. m., Oct 24. Break- 
fast was served at the Spalding Hotel, and at 8.30 the 
special train left over the Duluth, Missabe & Northern 
Ry. for Hibbing. Here the open cut Mahoning mine 
(worked by steam shovels) was visited, and after dinner 
at the Hibbing Hotel the. train went on to the open cut 
Biwabik mine at Biwabik.

Savoy and Sibley mines being inspected. The train then 
proceeded over the Duluth & Iron Range R. R. south to 
Two Harbors, arriving in time for a dinner at the Norden 
Hall, served by the ladies of the Presbyterian Church. 
After the dinner there were speeches, and a cut-glass 
water bottle and goblets were presented to Mr. W. A. 
McGonagle, Assistant to the President of the Duluth.
